STATE BOARD OP CONTROL, AND 
STATU SUPERINTENDENTS OF ST vn 
INSTITUTIONS KBST IN CON- 
FERENCE — THE FIELD OF PRIVATE 
DEAF-MUTE SCHOOLS AND Till 
TBREST OF state SCHOOLS FOR 
THE DEAF IN CONNECTION WITH 
THE EDUCATIONAL INTERESTS 
THE STATE. 

For the first time in the history 
of Iowa, all the state Superintend- 
ents of the State institutions were 

called together in l>cs Moines, the 
Capital of the State, to meet In con- 
ference. This is a good Idea to get 
all the heads of the State in- 
stitutions together tO get acquaint- 
ed, to exchange views of their re- 
spective institutions, to suggest 
plans of conduct, suggest estimates 
for each, entertain each other and 
have i good time generally. This 
is the first joint meeting under the 
new law, and it is expected that 
much good will result from l he con- 
ference. 

Superintendents of insane 

asylums were* heard to-day on 
matters relating to their institutions* 

One suggestion made, and which 
will very likely he embodied in the 

board's report, is that provision he 

made for colonizan/, epileptics, \ he 
argument in support of the pro- 
position being th St in that way they 
eould be given that care and special 
treatment necessary to their dis- 
ease. 

Judge Kinne addressed the heads 
of the institutions in behalf of the 
hoard. Superintendent Hill, of in- 
dependence, read a paper relative 
he care of the Insane. Super- 
intendent Powell, of Gleo wood, one 
on the tv l>ietar\ /' Superintendent 
MoCune, of Vinton, also read s 
paper. -This evening at 8 o'clock 

the hoard entertained the thirteen 

superintendent. Gov. Shaw, and re- 
presentatives of the press at a ban- 
quet.

In the private schools, health, 
Strength and morals take the pre- 
cedent ; character first, learning 
second. There is the great streugth 
of private schools that all pupils 

ueed not bo drilled alike, and 
special teachers can have time for 
special cases. Individuals can take 
time to do thoroughly, everything 

they undertake and no one is inter- 

1 with in his progress by any 

other one, or in Other words, the 

individual is thoroughly trained 

and instructed without reference to 

ther individual. 

The private SCbOOl may and does 

select from the noble army of 

teachers, t he professionally trained, 
those* possessing special fitness to 

carry out the duty which the school 
owes to its patron. The private 
school is non-political, non-parti- 
san, without sectarianism, and has 
no friends to be rewarded or 
enemies to be feared. 

It is thus a strong factor in the 
educational force. It is free to 
choose t lie highest ami best. The 
private school has an opportunity 
to exercise originality, and may 
experiment by whatever means 
may seem wisest and best. Small 
clasp e opportunity for per- 

sonal or individual attention. If 
personality is of any value 
child has its own, then this should 
be developed. In large classes, of 
necessity there are some who are 
dull, and here the opportunities and 
methods of tin* private school com- 
mends itself. The private school 
fulfills its mission in the use of me 
thods based upon the broad prin- 
ciple of the development of the in- 
divdual. Its systems recognize the 
fact that teaching is an art, In 
which ihe toachei must intelligent- 
ly and carefully study the charac- 
teristics of each pupil, and whose 
aim must be to bring to its highest 
perfection the best that is in each. 

No matter how well the public 
schools for the hearing and the 

deaf are conducted, there will be 

parents whose view location 

do not tun in accord with them, 
and who prefer to undergo th* 

e of a private SCbOOl in order 

to have their \iews carried out 

When politics, sectarianism, indiffe- 
rent teachers and other well known 
objections obtain to t ho govern' 
ment of the public schools* the 
demand for private schools is im- 
perative. Schools arc needed that 
will furnish a home life, and that 
will furnish means o( forming men- 
tal, moral and physical habit- 
well as the furnishing of intellec- 
tual culture. The one trait that 
marks ideally the private school is 
t he culth at ion ot individuality in 
character and scholarship for both 
pupil and teacher. While 
ideas are applicable to schools foi 
ordinary hearing children, thej 
specially appeicable to schools for 

the defective classes Tl;e Wis 

eon sin plan of scattering su- h 
schools over the state whei 

pupils can be gathered toeoihci 

will probably, in lime, be adopted 
by other Slates This plan is being 

experimented in Illinois under the 
ml us bill recently passed by 
the legislature, and when it pi 
to be satisfactory, it may be follow- 
ed in other States. This plan 
eventually be attempted in the 
state of Iowa.

When the State legislatures will see 
the great benefit and economy" in 
the private school system, and will 
in all probability adopt them, 
make laws tor their benefit, and
